BEIRUT, Nov. 8 (NYT).—Is- 
rael launched today the heaviest 
artillery attack on southern 
Lebanon in two years, killing at 
Teast 6 civilians and wounding 
20, according to Palestinian 
sources, 

The shelling. which extend- 
ed over a 20-square-mile area 
across southern Lebanon, was ap- 
parently carried out in retaliation 
for two Palestinian rocket attacks 
on the Israeli town of Nahariya 
in the lest three days. Three 
Israeli civilians were killed in the 
attacks. 

The heaviest concentration of 
Israeli shells fell on two Pales- 
tinian refugee camps south of the 
port city of Tyre. Some shells 
fell on Tyre's main square snd 
in its suburbs. 

‘The Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganization responded to today’s 
assault by firing nine Soviet- 
made heavy rockets at Nahariye, 
a PLO spokesman said.

Irish Umbilical Cords Aid U.S. Medicine 0: 


DUBLIN, Nov. 8 (Reuters).— 
Deland has come up with an 
unusual, nonprofit, life-saving 
export to the United States: the 
umbilical cords of human babies. 

Every month about 100 refrig- 
erated cords leave Dublin mater- 
nity hospitals for the New York 
City area, where they are used 
in a newly devised operation to 
bypass the hardened leg arteries 
af the ekierly.

U.S. Ruling Puts 
Limit on Inquiry 
In Libel Cases 


NEW YORE, Nov. 8 (UPI).— 
A federal appeals court, in a 
landmark deciston, has ruled that 


cannot inquire into the thoughts, 
opinions and conclusions that led 
to the writer's editorial] judgment. 

In a split decision yesterday, 
the 2d U.S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals held that such an inquiry 
would have “grave implications 
tor the vitality of the editorial 
process which the Supreme Court 
and this court have recognized 
must be guarded zealously.” 

The ruling applied to the libel 
suit filed against the Columbia 
Broadcasting System and Atlan- 
tic Monthly magazine by An- 
thony Herbert, a much-decorated 
Yeutenant colonel who resigned 
from the Army in 1972. 

Col Herbert, who commanded 
8 Battalion of the 173d Alrborne 
Brigade, was relieved of his com- 
mand in Vietnam after acc 
his fellow officers of covering up 
war crimes and atrocities com- 
mitted by U.S. troops {n My Lai. 

In his #47-million damage 
suit, Col Herbert, charged that 
Barry Lando and Mike Wallace, 
producers of CB&-Ty’s “60 Min- 
utes,” depicted him as a Yar in 
a 1973 program.

U.S. Dam-Inspection Plan Delayed 5 Years 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 tAP1.— 
Despite Congress's approval five 
years ago of an inspection pro- 
gram to prevent disasters like 
Sunday's collapse of the Toccon 
Cam in Georgia, as of yesterday 
not one privately built dam in 
the country had been inspected. 

A spokesman for the Army's 
Corps of Engineers. which is 
responsible for inland waterways. 
attributed the failure to a lack 
of money. 

“Congress authorized just 
enough money to make an in- 


ventary of the nation’s dams,” _ 


Locke Mouton, the spokesman. 
said. 


The inventory. completed in 
1975, indicated that it would cost 
$967.5 million for the inspections. 
The first $15 million subsequent- 
jy authorized for the inspection 
program is for the current fiscal 
year, which started Oct. 1, and 
to decision has been made so 
far on how to spend it. 

Meanwhile, the chairman of a 
House Environment subcommittee 
said the Georgia dam collapse 
could have heen avoided “totally, 
completely. absolutely" if the 
federal inspection program had 
been implemented. 

“These dams are like & loaded 
shotgun pointed af the people 
downstream,” said Rep. Leo Ryan, 
D-Calif. 

More Collapses Foreseen 

He predicted other dam failures 
and said the danger is particular- 
ly great along the Appalachian 
chain of mountains. where he said 
there are “any number” of small, 
old dams that could give way. 

Part of the imspection delay 
stems from governmental philos- 
ophy. Rep. Mouton said. The 
Nixon administration, he said, 
wanted the federal government 
to set dam-safety standards while 
leaving inspections up to the 
states. 

The federal program is aimed 
at the numerous dams built by 
power companies, farmers, water 
conservation districts and private 


entities such as Toccoa Falls 
Bible College. which buils the 
Toccoa Dam in 1937 for waiter 
storage and hydroelectric power. 

A civil engineering professor 
told Consress earher this rear 
that at Jeast 14,000 dams in the 
United States had been built 
without amy control over their 
design and construction. 

The Corps of Engineers cias- 
sified 9,000 of the 49.500 dams in 
its inventory as “high-hazard" 
but the classification does not 
refer to their structural integrity. 
Instead, it means there would be 
substantial loss of life and prop- 
erty damage if the dam broke. 

The Toccoa Dam was listed as 
“high-hazard,” Rep. Mouton said. 

The corps has written tentative 
dam-safety standards and "mcdi- 


“el” plans for states wishing to 


create agencies to inspect dams 
and insure their structural intes-* 
rity, he said. 

The Georgia dam collapse 
prompted Sen. James McCiure. 
R-Idaho, to renew yesterday his 


plea for federal dam-safety regu- 
lations. His first plea followed 
the collapse last year of the Teton 
Dam in Idaho, 8. collapse that 
killed 11 persons and caused mil- 
lions of dollars in property dam- 
age. 


“I think this demonstrates that . 


we can't afford any further de- 
lay." Sen, McClure said yesterday. 
After the Teton Dam collapse, 
he introduced two bills providing 
for dam inspections. 

A Senate Environmental and 
Public Works Committee aide said 
that hearings might be scheduled 
soon on those bills in view of 
the Toccoa Dam disaster. 

The Bureau of Reclamati 
which built the Teton Dam, re- 
viewed all of its 330 dams after 
the 1976 collapse and found sev- 
eral to be endangered.

But many scientists believe that only smail 
explosions of marginal military value are 
likely to escape detection. 

There are objections on ‘both sides from, 
milltary men, now overruled, who want to 
develop smaller but more powerful warheads 
for new missiles through continued under- 
ground tests; tests above ground have been 
banned by agreement of 104 nations since 
1963. The military also argue that without 
periodic testing of existing warheads, which 
can deteriorate, confidence in their reliability 
would decline. But political leaders in Mos- 
cow as well as Washington appear to recog- 
nize that this could be a stabilizing factor. 
High confidence in warhead reliability is not 
needed to deter attack, ‘out is important for 
a pre-emptive first strike. A Ilttle less con-.

For Carter It’s the Year of the Bite

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (WP).—Jimmy Carter's 
flrst year in office may well go down in the 
history books as the year of the bite. 

The two most important bills Mr. Carter 15 
pushing through Congress—the energy bill and 
the Social Security bill—both involve massive new 
federal taxes. To be sure, the major impact of 
the ὙΠῸ ‘measures. will not it; che. scousmiy, until 
1980 and 1981. And the bills are emerging from 
Congress in many ways substantially changed 
from the way the Carter administration first 
proposed them. 

Nevertheless, if the measures pass in any- 
where near the form expected, Americans could 
have to pay an estimated $56 billion in added 
taxes between now and the end of 1981, most 
of it from 1980 on. Moreover, despite some 
efforts to ease the impact, much of the new 
tax burden would be regressive—that is, hit 
lower-income taxpayers proportionally harder 
than the-rich.- 

On energy, Mr. Carter has proposed what 
amounts to a series of sales taxes on fuel, design- 
ed to discourage consumption. On Social Secu- 
rity, the proposals, amiong other things, would 
Taise the tax rate on workers’ wages. 

What is more, the spate of new taxes would 
add significantly to inflation in the later years. 
In the case of the energy tax boost, the move 
would be deliberate: A primary purpose of the 
bill is fo raise energy prices gradually to the 
level of world prices, But the increases in Social 
Security payroll taxes also would aid to the 
price spiral. As they do with other increases 
in labor ‘costs, many businesses simply would 
pass the tax boost on to consumers in the form 
of higher prices.
